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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 





Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 
I hereby submit for your consideration by ninth 
annual report of the Thornton schools. 


The schools opened in September with Mildred 
Hazeltine teacher at the Center, Madeline Waegeneere 
at Mad River, Gladys Moore at West Thornton and 
Cadet teachers at Lyford. The West Thornton school 
has been hard hit this year as Miss Moore had to begin 
her school a week late, owing to sickness, and during 
the middle of the fall term she contracted scarlet fever 
and has not gained rapidly enough to return to thee 
school for the balance of the year. Two substitutes 
_ were used to complete the fall terms. At the opening 

of the winter term, Rose Dearborn was secured for the 
balance of the school year. Miss Dearborn is a teacher 
of long and successful experience. 


The schools are being kept up to the same standard 
of efficiency as in the past. The work is checked by 
tests of various kinds to determine efficiency as well 
as progress. To reach a higher standard in proficiency 
extra drills are given, to those in special need, in the 
fundamentals as time permits. 


Four transportation routes are maintained, viz., 
from east side to West Thornton, Mill Brook to Center 
Thornton, Waterville Road to Mad River and from the 
Gore to Woodstock. The transportation is a large item 
in our expense account. 


The health examination of the children was made 
by Mrs. Marie Violette, R. N., of Lincoln. Defective 
teeth seemed to be the prevailing ailment reported 
with a few cases of adenoids and tonsils. Dr. H. A. 
Cheney has been appointed by the Board of Health to 
pass upon the fitness or unfitness of children for vacci- 
nation. 


The school census, taken in September, reported 
50 boys and 43 girls or a total of 93 children in town 
between the ages of 5 and 16. Of those reported, 77 
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were registered in the local schools, two were attending 
high school and five elementary schools outside of the 
district, or a total of 84 were reported in school and 9 
were reported as not in school. Those not in school, 
6 were between the ages of 5 and 8, one between 8 and 
14, and two between 14 and 16. 


A much needed woodshed was built at Lyfords. 
Some much needed repairs were made to the inside 
walls of the Mad River school house. This new work 
should be painted another coat during the next summer 
vacation. Some of the buildings would be greatly im- 
proved by a coat of outside paint. Some single adjust- 
able desks for the Center school would be a decided 
improvement and are much needed. 


The school registers last June showed but one pupil 
with a perfect record for the year, viz., Flora Fowler, 
West Thornton school. They also had recorded 9 
visits by members of the school board, 169 by citizens, 
and 131 by the superintendent. 


The schools for the year were actually in session 
175 days, with a percent of attendance of 88.27. This 
is about 5% too low. This shows one place where co- 
operation of the parents would help. May we not have 
it? This year, we plan to meet the new requirements 
of 180 days net. To do this, we have planned a school 
year of 37 weeks which we expect—less the holidays— 
to give us actually 180 school days. This is the length 
of the year for which the teachers are hired. 


May we not all make school going a business for 
our children and strive to see that they are punctual 
and regular in attendance. By so doing, we shall 
realize a larger return on our investment.
